-Claims 1, 3-8, and 10-20 are presented for examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



2. Claims 3, 5, 10, 12, 16, and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims and overcome the 101 
rejection of independent claiml . 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1,4, and 6-8, 11, 13-15, 17, and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Hoffberg et al., US 2002/0151992 A1, in view of 
Wade etal., US 5,552,776. 

As per claims 1 , 4 and 6, Hoffberg et al. teaches "reading, from an input record, a 
record unique device identification . . ." (see paragraph [0973]) "searching an index for 
an enduring unique device . . ." (see paragraphs [1041]-[1293]) "updating the index with 
the recorded device data" (see paragraph [1293]). Hoffberg et al. does not explicitly

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teach "to uniquely identify a device and recorded device usage data." Wade et al. 
teaches "to uniquely identify a device and recorded device usage data" (see column 2, 
lines 30-52). It would have been obvious at the time of the invention for one of ordinary 
skill in the art to have combined the teachings of Hoffberg and Wade above, because 
using the steps of "to uniquely identify a device and recorded device usage data", would 
have given those skilled in the art the ability to explicitly identify various devices and for 
the recording usage data of those devices. This gives users the advantage of recording 
device usage data in a more expedited manner. 

As per claims 5 and 7, these claim are rejected on grounds corresponding to the 
arguments given above for rejected claim 1 and are similarly rejected including the 
following: 

- Hoffberg et al. teaches "updating enduring device data from an enduring record 
in the index . . . unique device identification" (see paragraphs [1041] and [1293). 

As per claims 8, 1 1 and 13-14, these claims are rejected on grounds 
corresponding to the arguments given above for rejected claims 1 , and 4 and 6-7 and 
are similarly rejected. 

As per claims 15, 17, and 19-20, these claims are rejected on grounds 
corresponding to the arguments given above for rejected claims 1 , 3 and 6-7 and are 
similarly rejected. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 4, and 6-8, 11, 13-15, 17, and 19- 
20, have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
